Hath thought fit hereby to fozewarne allperſons whatloeuer, That they not onely foꝛbeare 
to ble any inſolentie, milbehauiour, incimlitie, diſgrace, oz affront, vnto any Ambaſſadozs, 
Agents, oꝛ publique Miniſters ofany fozreigne Pꝛintes oꝛ States, and their followers, ſer⸗ 
uants, and attendants, but alſo doe vpon all occaſions perfoꝛme vnto them, all ſuch renerence, 
reſpect and courteſie;both in ſpeech, geſture and other wile, as is moſt fitting to pꝛoteede from 
perſons of ciuill behauiour, vnto men of that eminentie foz placeand employment, bpon paine 
of his Maieſties higheſt indignation and diſpleaſure, and ſuch ſenere puniſhment as the of- 
fenders of this His Royall Command may deſerue. And His Maieſtie doeth hereby charge 
and command, not onely the TLoꝛds of His Maieſties Pꝛiuie Countell, but alſo all Maioꝛs, 
Sheriffes, Juſtices of Peace, and all other His Maieſties Officers, Miniſters and Subiects, 
That they, and euerpof them in their ſeuerall places, doe not onely ble their beſt endeauour 
to pꝛeuent and reſtraine all inſolencies, miſbehauiours,. and offences afoze-mentioned, but alſo 
take oꝛder that all offenders therein may reteiue ſpeedie and condigne puniſhment accozding 


to their demerits, to the terroꝛ and example of others.
